It has taken place at Sugamo Prison, and has oeen conducted bj the undersized* 

General ONODBRA’s knoirledge of Geziuan baa made it possible for him to be questioned 
in that language without the use of an interpreter* However, the services of an 
interpreter will be required during the final stages* 

' 2. Though reticent to begin with. General ONODERA has been increasingly 

cooperative and at the date of writing, his spirit can be described as go^« 

There follow brief notes on the laore important inforioation which ne 

has given: 

Mi25i22L' onodera has conflmed that his chief mission was to 
obtain intelligence on the USSR and that his training and career have been 
centered on Russia. He has described his method or obtaiuing this material 
froia organizations in Finland, Poland, and the Baltic countries, ana has given details 
as to codes and other intelligence obtained* 

b* Finnish Intelligence Servic e? He has confirmed tne purchase of allied 
codes ixom HALLA1!AA in 1945, and nas stated liirtner tnat he financed tne Fi/mlsn 
refugee crypto-analytical group with 500,000 kronen* 

c* Swedish Intellige n ce Service : ONODE^ says that ne eocchange intelli- 

gence with the owedish IfiteHigenc e 3er^ce while jColonklMfl J 3SRC{^ was in coa- 
mand* This ceased early in 1942 and from that time on, his contact's were personal. 

His xoost fruitful source of information was /kajor)c*’)CW?rERSi^ from whom he ob- 
tained the report on allied order of battle on the w^^em'Tr^nt dated 22 February 
1946, which was mentioned by KRA2KER
